Here 
he recommends no farther appropriations, and 
an abandonment of present works, suggt sting, 
with Yankee shrewdness, that'.if Government 
will keep its money in its pocket, the people at 
the points where harbors have been commenced 
will be compelled to finish them, and this all 
the advantages be realized. 
Some people have 


an idea that harbors are intended to protect the 
commerce of the country, by affording ii shel- 
ter from storms; but the President evidently 
thinks they are only to build up towns co itigu- 
OUH, and hence the towns should build (hem! 
For instance, a commerce equal to that i-f the 
Atlantic floats between Buffalo and Ch cage, 
which commerce is liable to be overtak ;n fay 
severe and disastrous storms ; Kenosha is an in- 
termediate point, where nature has reh lered 
easy the construction of a harbor that ^vould 
give shelter to the whole of it: little of it: how- 
ever, comparatively i« destined for that j oint; 
yet the President thinks on the inhabitants of 
Keuosha devolves the duty of providing a shel- 
ter for all this commerce. Such an idea may 
be vory natural to New Hampshire, but we shink 
cannot prevail very extensively where tho sun 
nhiueH occasionally. It will have the <ffect, 
however, for the next four years, to cut < ff all 
appropriations for our harbors, and give oi.r cit- 
izens, if they wish the works here comp eted, 
a chance to contribute something substantial to 
the cause of Pierce democracy. And, at the 
same time, tho President suggests an iuc -ease 
of the navy to protect the commerce of the 
country.

TUB WAV IUK is FOHMKD AT SEA—Captain 


Scortishy, in his account of the Arctic .Regions 
says, while describing the- formation of ice ii 
the opeu sea, that he hits literally seen it grow 
to u consistence capable of stopping the way o 
n ship, wilh a brisk wind—iiijtl thi* even whei 
exposed to the full forco. of the waves of the 
Atlantic. The mirfaco is first covered by 
peculiar substance called "sludge," resembling 
snow which has been cast into'the water too 
cold to dissolve it. This smooths the surface 
of the sea as if oil had been poured upon it. Ii 
is composed of small detached crystals, whicl 
gradually unite, but are broken by the motion 
of the waves into pieces about three inches ii 
diameter. These, pieces becoming thicker and 
stouter, again unite, constituting what is called 
pancake ice. These "pancakes" come together 
in their turn, and form cakes perhaps a foot in 
thickness and many yards hi circumference.— 
When tho sea is perfectly smooth the freezing 
process proceeds much more rapidly so that in 
forty-eight lionrs the ice will have become ca- 
pable of sustaining a man's weight.
